Jeffriea brought Dennery from Cleveland to DuBois on the early 
morning flyer and came to Clearfield on the firemen's excursion. 


Yesterday the Progress told you that the big swede had been 


caught but were unable to get a confirmation of this report from 
local authorities. Our news connection, however, enabled us to 
publish this information in advance of any other source. 


The capture of the Big Swede culminates a chase of several 


months during all of which time the authorities knew about where 
he was, but not until the last two or three days could they defi- 
nitely locate him. 


On arriving in Clearfield this morning the Big Swede did not 


seem at all worried, but marched up the street from the depot and 
hardly anyone suspected that he wa.s the man wanted for the 
crime of murder. He was not handcuffed and walked alonj? with 
the county detective much in the aamn ma.iner as anyone coming 
to the Firemen's Convention would.
